Formerly 
it. was ‘tho practice bere, as it apparently 
atill is at Giagapore, to append to each Bill 
printed atatement of the objects and rea- 
sons, but for some reason or other this was 
discontinued several years ago. Whether the 
statement be printed or made orally by 
the Attorney-General, the proper time for it 
ig undoubtedly on the first reading of the 
Bill, The very object of taking the first 
tending at-one meeting. and tbe secoud at 
another is to allow time for coneidoration ; 
and the statement of objects and reasona 
ought to form: the basis of that considera- 
tion, ‘Tt cannot afford auch 6 basis at pre- 
sent, when it is mot made wotil ofter the 
consideration bas taken placeif it take 
place at all—for it is not made until the 
moment when the vote is called for, The 
present courge is ominently unfair to the 
unofficial tiembers, To say nothing of the 
unneceseary inconvanience and trouble it 
throws on them in having to look up for 
themselves all the past legislation on the 
subject and to ascertain the effect of the 
repealing clause if there be one, in, what 
position-will-the unofficial members beto dis- 
cuss, any important question of principle if 
the Government refuses to show its band 
antil the moment of debate arrives? No op- 
portunity is afforded for controverting er- 
roncous statements, if reference or reaearch 
ba necesaary for the purpose, and even qnes- 
tions of argument can hardly be thoroughly 
appreciated without a little time for reflec. 
tion, In any conflict between the Govern- 
ment and the. uncficial members, therefora, 
the former, which is in possession of all. in- 
formation on the subject of the Bill, and is, 
or ought’to be, prepared to meet all probable 
objections, would be-placcd at a distinct ad- 
vantage over ita opponents, ‘As, however, 
wo cannot think the Government seek such 
an advantage, we are entirely ata loss to 
conceive why they should “ keep dark,” to 
‘bee & common expression, as to the objeata 
and reagpos of the legislation they introduce. 
Occasions may very easily aiiee which will 
illustrate the force of our remarka. ..
